To Get Cards
The Los Angeles County 

Heart Assn. has announced the 
Issuance of ah identification 
card for persons having con­ 
genital or rhematic heart di­ 
sease, to provide information 
to aid In the prevention of cer­ 
tain heart infections.

The card will be available to 
medical doctors for issue to 
persons with congenital or 
rheumatic heart disease as a 
reminder to the patient, and is 
notification to other physicians 
or dentists that such medical 
attention is required prior to 
certain types of surgery. Such 
patients if not given preven­ 
tive medication may develop a 
heart infection known as "Bac­ 
terial -Endocarditis," a very 
'grave illness.

There are an estimated 
50,000 persons in Los Angeles 
County afflicted with congeni­ 
tal or rheumatic heart disease. 
The issuance of such an iden­ 
tification card is a cooperative 
service to doctors of medicine 
and dentists for the protection 
of these patients.

The cards will bear the pa­ 
tient's name, state the type of 
heart disease present, and will 
also show the attending physi­ 
cian's name and telephone 
number.

L. A. Teachers to Get Paid For Outside Activities
mcmlntlon of Superintendent 
of Schools Ellls A. Jarvls.

Under its terms teachers In 
the fields of drama, Instru­ 
mental music, choral music, 
stage craft, journalism, year 
book, speech, and student gov­ 
ernment will receive addition­ 
al pay for services rendered 
over and above their regular 
full time teaching day. The 
plan will cost' $148,777 an­ 
nually.

Assignments Told
Each junior high school in 

the system will be eligible for 
four such assignments in any 
of the eight fields. Senior high 
schools will be eligible for as­ 
signments in all eight fields.

Each teacher assigned at the 
discretion of the principle will 
receive a maximum of 40 
hours pay each semester to *5 
a hour or $200 for the 40 hour 
period.

"A survey conducted by the 
personnel division last spring 
has shown that teachers in 
these subject fields are requir­ 
ed, by the nature of their as­ 
signments, to give considerable 
time to the performance of 
their jobs beyond the period 
generally regarded as the reg­ 
ular teaching ray," Jarvls told 
the board.

Duties Limited
The duties of the teachers In 

these eight fields are such that

It Is not possible for them to 
accept other assignments 
where they may earn extra 
compensation, such as teach 
adult education classes, with­ 
out jeopardizing their regular 
school program.

Supplemental pay had pre­ 
viously been authorized by the 
Board of Education for coaches 
In senior high schools, person­ 
nel employed In the youth 
services program, girls' athlet­ 
ic association leaders, and for 
special services performed by 
teachers for the personnel di­ 
vision.
